United Air Lines announced 
it would search the hand lug­ 
gage of passengers boarding 
its 727s and

flights. Trans World Airlines 
s a i d 
its 
personnel 
would 
search all hand luggage at 
boarding lounges and passen­ 
gers who boarded American 
Airlines jets in many cities — 
especially 727s — were asked 
to submit their carry-on lug­ 
gage for inspection. 
Officials of Continental Air­ 
lines met at their Los Anaeles 
headquarters to discuss tig­ 
htened security but made no 
announcement on what deci­ 
sion was reached. 
American Airlines 
passen­ 
gers at Chicago were cooper-

Thursday and no delays were 
reported. An airline spokes­ 
man at Memphis, Tenn., said 
the searches would cause de­ 
lays “but we don’t think the 
passengers will mind greatly 
because its for their safety.”

McGovern told reporters he 
got two hours sleep, but both 
he and Eagleton looked alert 
and refreshed. 
Need Copoeration 
Both stressed at the break­ 
fast gathering at the Fontai­ 
nebleau Hotel that only with 
all 
elements 
of 
the 
party 
working together could Nixon 


be defeated. With cooperation, 
they said, there was no doubt 
about the outcome. 
“We’re going to win one of 
the most sweeping and dra­ 
in a t i c v i c t o r i e s in the 
country,” said McGovern. 
He pledged 
to 
mesh 
his 
widely praised organization of 
volunteers with 
the regular 
Democratic party

while striving to reach an ac­

Unlike DDT, however, para- 
thion is highly toxic to man. 
When tobacco farm ers turned 
to it in place of DDT several 
years ago, there were several 
accidental deaths. A substan­ 
tial expansion in use of para­ 
thion is expected next year 
when a ban on m e of DDT in 
cotton fields is schedule! to 
take effect.

Will Take a Lot of Work, Convincing 
Tom (Who?) Eagleton-Anonymity to National Figure?

MIAMI BEACH (UP1)—Up 
to 3.40 p.m. Thursday. Tom 
Eagleton 
was 
a 
happv-go* 
lucky delegate to the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Convention. 
Today he is the convention’s 
nominee for vice president 
and the tun tim es seem to be 
over. 
“ You’re kidding.” the 42- 
year-old freshman s e n a t o r 
from Missouri replied when 
Sen. George McGovern called 
his hotel room to say he wan­ 
ted Tom to take second place 
on 
the party’s 
presidential 
ticket. 
“ I’m dead serious.” McGo­ 
vern replied. 
“ Let 
me 
hasten 
to 
say 


yes,” Eagleton said, “ before 
you change your mind.” 
E a r l i e r Eagleton 
had 
soaked up the Florida sun 
around his hotel pool, in red 
and yellow trunks that reve­ 
aled a stomach turning to 
paunch, possibly a product of 
the period when as a young 
lawyer 
he 
represented 
his 
home town firm of Anheuser- 
Busch in St. Louis. 
Other 
Missouri 
delegates 
taunted Tom about his stocky 
construction. “That is chest,” 
he proclaimed, slapping him­ 
self in the gut. 
Eagleton was no more sur­ 
prised than about 99 per cent 
of all the other Democrats 
when the party’s presidential 


nominee tapped 1 im for the 
vice presidential role. Gov. 
Jim my 
Carter 
of 
Georgia, 
when informed of the choice, 
said the name was a new one 
to him. Others were more 
diplomatic. 
A n d 
unlike 
other 
con­ 
ventions, where the No. 2 spot 
is awarded by acclamation to 
the man picked by the head 
of the ticket, delegates roll- 
called it for almost two hours, 
piling up respectable votes 
f o r d e c l a r e d opponents 
Frances “ Sissy” Farenthold, 
Mike 
Gravel 
and 
Endicott 
Peabody and throwing stray 
ballots to a total of 71 other 
prospects from M artha Mit­ 
chell to Archie Bunker. 


But that was only in fun, 
and after giving Eagleton 1,- 
741.81 votes—far more than 
enough— they m ade him their 
unanimous choice. 
“ 1 know I’m ’Tom Who?” * 
Eagleton told newsmen. 
“ I 
know I’m not a 
household 
word. It's going to take a lot 
of work on my part.” 
For openers, he sent word 
to a television commentator 
that he is Eagleton, not Eag- 
leston, as the commentator 
had 
called 
him. 
His 
first 
name is Thomas, his middle 
name Francis, and by Nov. 7 
most 
voters 
will 
probably 
know not only the names but 
the friendly, boyish, all-Amer­ 
ican 
face 
that 
goes 
with 


them. 
Eagleton’s high school year 
book pictured him as a good 
hitter, fine fielder, but slow 
runner. That may have de­ 
scribed Tom on the diamond 
but in politics it proved only 
two-thirds right. He has been 
running 
and winning 
since 
age 26, after graduating cum 
laude 
from 
Harvard 
Law 
School and briefly practicing 
law. 
He wfas elected St. Louis 
circuit attorney, state attor­ 
ney general, lieutenant gover­ 
nor. and in 1968 United States 
senator. He is known in the 
Senate as a hard worker, a r­ 
ticulate and witty 
speaker, 
and a staunch supporter of li­ 


beral causes and an imme­ 
diate end 
to 
the 
Vietnam 
War. 
Exactly how he cam e to be 
chosen to run for vice presi­ 
dent probably won’t be known 
until Teddy White writes his 
quadrennial book about the 
making of the president. But 
enough leaked out of McGo­ 
vern’s penthouse suite to es­ 
tablish 
that 
Eagleton 
was 
considerably 
less 
than 
a 
quick, easy pick. 
McGovern staffers and out­ 
side advisers, including ac­ 
tress Shirley MacLaine. start­ 
ed the first of a series of hud­ 
dles at 9 a.m. with a list of 24 
names. By 11:30 or so, with 
McGovern himself in and out 


of the talks, the list had been 
pared to 11. The eliminations 
went on Into early afternoon. 
Too old. Not acceptable to 
local officials. Not in ideolo­ 
gical 
tune with McGovern. 
Not willing. 
At least three other sena­ 
tors were offered the role and 
said no. They were Edward 
Kennedy, Abraham 
Ribicoff 
and Walter Mondale. Aides to 
Gov. Reubin Askew of Florida 
were passing the word he also 
was offered the second spot 
on the ticket. 
Officially, 
the 
word 
was 
that 
McGovern 
chose 
his 
friend Eagleton because he 
was of like mind, young, per­ 
sonable, sm art, and besides.

Tax on Mobiles 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Owners of 30,000 mobile homes 
in the county received some 
good news Thursday when a 
judge ruled they did not have 
to pay property taxes on their 
trailers. 
Superior Court Judge Ha­ 
rold F. Collins ordered the 
county to abandon its plan 
to tax mobile home owners 
from about $15 to about $509. 
The bills were mailed last 
month and were to be paid by 
Aug. 31. 
The judge said county as­ 
sessor Philip EL Waison “ ac­ 
ted 
without 
authority, 
un­ 
reasonably and beyond hts 
legal rights” in seeking to tax 
the mobile homes. 
The ruling 
resulted from 
two ela«s-action suits brought 
by mobile home owners and 
joined by several trailer asso­ 
ciations and dealers. 


They argued mobile home 
owners already paid a 1972 
vehicle registration fee and 
would therefore 
be 
paying 
double taxes under the county 
plan. Attorneys also said the 
tax would eventually cost the 
state up to $30 million in lost 
vehicle fees next year 
Attorneys tor the county an- 
gued that mobile homes si­ 
tuated in trailer parks, often 
with built on porches and the 
like, were not vehicles but 
improvements to the land. 
County officials did not say 
if they would appeal the deci* 
s i o n , However, Supervisor 
Warren M. Dorn termed the 
ruling a great victory and 
said he would fight to see 
that it was not appealed.

Frasier Funeral Saturday Morn 


Campaign Starts Against 
Perversion in Sex Classes 


L A G U N A HILLS, Calif. 
(U Pl)—As it says in an old 
African folk song, inspired by 
his regal jungle ancestors, 
The Lion sleeps tonight. 
Frasier the Lion, who rose 
from a life as a Mexican cir­ 
cus roustabout to a position of 
international 
fame 
in 
his 
field, admiration from 
his 
contemporaries and respect 
from his large and loving 
family, died Thursday. 
In life Frasier reigned over 
a harem of 11 constantly 
'pregnant young lionesses, al­ 
though at roughly 20 years 
old he was the equivalent in 
age of a human male of more 
than 85. He had sired 35 cubs 
in 16 months, and more are 
still due. He kept up his ac­ 
tivity through the last weeks 
of his life. 
He apparently died of old 
age and a kidney ailment. 
A funeral suitable to bis po­ 
sition-complete with bagpi­ 
pers. monument, a foundation 
in his name and 
massed 
m o u r n e r s — has been 
planned. 
The venerable lion, who be­ 
came a pop hero and geriat­ 
ric sex symbol in his dotage, 
was surrounded at his death 
by the best medical attention 


a valuable show business ce­ 
lebrity could claim. 
Contented Simba 
The simba Valentino passed 
away with “ a look of con­ 
tentment on his face,” said 
one of the attendants. 
In death, as in life, Frasier 
inspired unusual tributes. 
A team of more than a do­ 
zen doctors planned to con­ 
duct an autopsy today in an 
attempt 
to determine 
the 
source of the astonishing vi­ 
rility—given 
his 
advanced 
years and debilitated physical 
state — that made Frasier 
famous. 
Frasier will be laid to rest 
Saturday morning on a gras­ 
sy knoll overlooking the sun­ 
ny glade at Lion Country Sa­ 
fari where his reproductive 
prowess drew visitors by the 
thousands. 
Astonished veterinarians fed 
him 
a 
special 
diet 
and 
gave him five vitamin shots a 
day to help keep maintain his 
pace. When news got out, his 
owners were flooded with 
requests for the vitamin for­ 
mula. 
The animal park’s rangers 
will serve as pallbearers, in­ 
terring Frazier in a wooden 
casket beneath a monument 


described as “ a mast” atop 
the knoll. 
The Scottish clan Frasier, 
which had given the lion hon­ 
orary membership, said it 
would provide bagpipers to 
wail the old cat to his final 
resting place with the tradi­ 
tional clan funeral dirge. 
The park’s switchboard was 
jammed with “ say it isn’t so” 
calls from throughout the na­ 
tion “ and even Europe,” a 
spokesman said. ‘‘Many of 
them were weeping,” he said. 
Floral tributes began arriv­ 
ing within hours. In nearby 
San Diego, news of the death 
interrupted a session of the 


city council, which observed a 
moment of silence. 
The head of the park, Har­ 
ry Shuster, announced estab­ 
lishment of 
“ The 
Frasier 
Foundation,” to be dedicated 
to the support of animal wel­ 
fare organizations. To start it 
off he contributed $1,000 and 
10 per cent of the profits from 
the lucrative line of Frasier 
merchandise 
— 
records, 
T-shirts, wa t c h e s , sweat 
shirts, buttons, aprons, ‘‘Fra­ 
sier for President” bumper 
stickers and other memora­ 
bilia. 
He was unable to estimate 
Frasier’s worth as a corpo-

ern California, complaing the 
population is so saturated 
with military contacts they 
cannot get an impartial jury. 
“ We’d like to have a civi­ 
lian trial, not a court mar­ 
tial,” said Leonard Boudin 
following the fourth day of 
jury selection Thursday. 
Boudia said lawyers for Da­ 
niel Ellsberg and Anthony 
Russo planned to work on 
strategy’, and might ask for a 
change of venue when court 
resumed today. 
Ellsberg and Russo are on 
trial on charges of theft, 
conspiracy and treason as a 
result of the publication of the 
secret Pentagon Papers on 
the Vietnam war. 
B o u d i n complained that 
mos t 
prospective 
jurors 
seemed to have ties to the 
“ military 
industrial 
com­ 
plex.” Sixteen prospects sum­ 
moned Thursday included a 
woman whose brother was an 
Army major who had been 
with the CIA in Vietnam, and 
a f o r m e r Army Security 
Agency employe. 


Others had either been in 
military service, came from 
families with strong military 
ties or were involved some 
way in the defense industry, 
he said. 
Boudin, who is from New 
York, said he was surprised 
at the extent of the defense 
industry in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
“ I didn’t know there were 
so many plants out here,” he 
told newsmen. 
He said he doubted it would 
do much good to call in more 
jury prospects, because they 
would

said

The hijackers finally re­ 
ceived their ransom, released 
the passengers, switched to 
another 727 jetliner and took 
off for Texas, still holding 


three stewardesses and two 
male crewmembers—the copi­ 
lot and the engineer. 
The gunmen forced the jet 
to land on a small airstrip 
near Freeport, designed only 
for propeller 
airplanes. 
It 
blew four tires on landing and 
was stranded. The airport 
had no facilities for repairing 
or refueling jets. 
Engineer Shot 
During negotiations between 
the F B I and the hijackers, 
the copilot and engineer es­ 
caped the same way pilot 
Adams had. Engineer Gerald 
L. Beaver, 37, of Houston, 
was shot in the leg as he 
scrambled through the cock­ 
pit window, and then slightly 
Injured in the fall. 
Copilot Norman W. Reagan, 
34, of Miami, broke wrist, pel­ 
vis and rib when he hit the 
ground. He lay motionless on 
the ground and had to be car­ 
ried away on a stretcher. 
The hijackers made one 
last bid for victory before 
surrendering to Agent White. 
They asked for a smaller air­ 
plane piloted by an FBI agent 
w e a r i n g only swimming 
trunks. 
The plane and an FBI agent 
were made ready but White 
successfully 
convinced 
the 
hijackers to surrender mo­ 
ments later.

Reacting to complaints of 
“ reprehensible” 
homosexual 
teachings, the state Board of 
Education has launched

modest, low-key campaign de­ 
signed to prevent, sexual per­ 
version from seeping into Cal- 
i f o r n i a ’ s sex education 
classes. 
The board’s 
policy 
com­ 
mittee Thursday asked its 
staff to draft new, stricter 
guidelines for sex education 
studies for presentation at the 
board’s next meeting in San 
Diego Sept. 14-15. 
Led by Eugene Ragle of 
Roseville. 
the 
committee 
agreed the regulations should 
include: 
—A requirement that teach­ 
ers in the field of family life 
and sex education be given 
special training “ to maintain 
the highest possible quality of 
instruction in this area.” 
—A prohibition or limitation 
of using 
“outside resource 
people” such as homosexuals 
and overly graphic films in 
classrooms. 
—A recommendation that 
c i t i z e n s committees 
be 
created around the state to 
study sex education practices 
in local districts. 
Study Connection 
R a g l e also asked the 
board’s staff to study the 
“ very real possibility” that 
there is a connection between 
the increase in the “ quantity 
of sex education” in Califor­ 
nia and the increase of vene­ 
real disease and abortions 
among the young. 
When the committee em­ 
barked on its sex eduation 
probe last month, Ragle in­ 
vited citizens to tell him 


about “ excesses” in the 
state’s 
sex 
education 
pro­ 
grams. But he said Tnursday 
the response had been “ quite 
light.” 
“ We have to assume that 
no one is paying attention or 
that everyone is paying atten­ 
tion but there is no problem.” 
he said. 
The committee declined to 
take action against schools in 
the San Francisco Bay area 
which used what Ragle called 
“ reprehensible” t e a c h i n g 
techniciues on sexual subjects. 
Dr. Henry J. Heydt Jr., 
special assistant to the board, 
said the schools in question 
had met current state legal 
requirements of notifying par­ 
ents of the course content and 
making attendance optional. 
The prime incident that ir­ 
ked Ragle was the use of ho­ 
mosexuals as guest lecturers 
at San Francisco’s Roosevelt 
Junior High School. 
Parents and students in the 


ninth grade class said the 
speakers used profanity and 
advocated “ perversion.” 
Ragle said Christian min­ 
isters cannot advocate their 
religion in classrooms and he 
could not see why homose­ 
xuals should have “ free li­ 
cense to practice their mis­ 
sionary efforts.” 
The board also was told of 
a ninth grade class on world 
history in a Marin County 
•‘ t u r n e d into a complete 
course in copulation within 
three weeks.” 
And a Berkeley High School 
teacher 
was criticized 
for 
showing sex movies to his 
classes which were studying 
obscenity laws. 
However, 
Heydt 
said 
if 
there ..ere only a handful of 
serious complaints in Califor- 
n i a ’ s approximately 1,100 
school districts then the citi­ 
zen acceptance of sex educa­ 
tion courses is “ very, verv 
encouraging.”

(U P l)—Man’s first explora­ 
tion of the Asteroid Belt will 
begin Saturday when the Pio­ 
neer 10 spacecraft enters the 
mysterious zone where thou­ 
sands of chunks of matter or­ 
bit the sun at tremendous 
speeds. 
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Pioneer 10, launched last 
March, is en route to Jupiter. 
It will be passing through the 
dangerous Asteroid Belt for 
the next six months and is 
due near Jupiter in Decem­ 
ber, 1973. 


Little is know about the As­ 
teroid Belt except that it is a 
doughnut-shaped belt about 
1.8 billion miles around, 175 
million miles wide and 50 mil­ 
lion miles thick. 
Individual asteroids in the 
belt range in size from tiny 
dust particles to chunks of 
rock as big as Alaska. They 
travel around the sun at a 
speed of about 12 miles per 
second. 
Scientists are not sure how 
much a danger the Asteroid 
Belt poses for the Pioneer 10 
mission, because they dis­ 
agree on how dense the aste­ 
roids in it are. This is one of 
the things Pioneer 10 will pro­ 
vide new information on. 
Some believe there li one 
chance in 10 that the space­ 
craft will be hit by an ane­ 
roid.

Jobs for Every body 
He told cheering convention 
delegates that as president he 
also will see that every able- 
bodied American has work, 
and said those unable to work 
will be assured a living in­ 
come. 
While renewing his promise 
to end the Vietnam War, the 
junior senator from South Da­ 
kota said he will never allow 
U.S. military' defenses to fal­ 
ter. In a hostile nuclear age 
he said the country must keep 
up its guard. 
McGovern struck a unity 
note in the closing session of 
the convention that had split 


sharply over his candidacy, 
praising each of his defeated 
opponents by name and after­ 
wards joining arms with most 
of them anti with Massachu­ 
setts Sen. Edward M. Kenne­ 
dy in the

vention victory salute. 
Kennedy, the party favorite 
who had turned down McGo­ 
vern’s invitation to take sec­

But McGovern’s acceptance 
speech, delayed until nearby 
3 a.m. by a long roll call on 
his choice of Missouri Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton to run with 
him. also stirred the con­ 
vention to a standing ovation. 
Public Plan 
“ 1 have no secret plan for 
peace,” McGovern said in a 
reference 
to 
Nixon’s 
1968 
promise to end the Vietnam 
War. "I have a public plan. 
As one whose heart has ached 
for 10 years over the agony of 
Vietnam. I will halt the sense­ 
less bombing of Indochina on 
inauguration day. 
“ There will be no more 
Asian children running ablaze 
from bombed-out schools. 
“ There will be no more talk 
of bombing the dikes or the 
cities of the North. 
“ Within 90 days of my inau­ 
guration every American sol­ 
dier 
and 
every 
American 
prisoner will be out of the 
jungle and out of their cells 
and back home in America 
where they belong.” 
McGovern made no mention 
of the tough busing issue on 
which wounded Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace had sought 
in vain to win control of the 
convention. He promised not 


only jobs for all but tax re­ 
form so that wage-earners get 
a better break in releation to 
business.

Somehow, they got left be­ 
hind in George McGovern's 
organization. 
The tightly-knit staff and 
the disciplined delegates he 
brought to Miami Beach all 
were united in bitter opposi­ 
tion to the war and held a

again,” as McGovern put it, 
from the war, from economic 
injustice and from “wasteful” 
m ilitary spending.

Nixon Aide: McGovern 'Elitists'

Clark M. MacGregor also 
claimed the McGovern forces

In their fight to secure the

tens of thousands of its mem­ 
bers who have labored over 
the years in its behalf,” Mac­ 
Gregor said. 
“ They have shut the door in 
the faces of people who they

McGovern Elite. Their actions 
reflect the same conformist 
attitudes —the same intole­ 
rance of other viewpoints — 
which are characteristic of 
that small minority of radical 
youth whose regular appear­ 
ance on our television screens 
has become such a common 
feature of life today.”

Ludicrous Scenario 


By the time the opening ga­ 
vel ¡pi the convention fell, the 
only hope of the stop-McGo- 
vem movement was one of 
the most ludicrous scenarios 
ever to unfold in a national 
convention. 
Unbelievable as it sounds, 
the only hope of depriving 
McGovern of his 151 Caliofr- 


nia votes—thus slowing his 
drive for a first ballot nomi­ 
nation— was that a group of 
challengers to the South Caro­ 
lina delegation would be able 
to m uster a vote that totaled 
between 1,498 and 1,509—16 
possible numbers. Such was 
the parliam entary situation. 
Even 
more 
unbelievable, 
t h e 
stop-McGovern 
forces 
tried to get votes switched so 
the total would fall on one of 
these 16 numbers. And McGo­ 
vern’s staff counterpunched, 
snapping out orders over the 
walkie-talkies for their people 
to vote 
against 
the 
South 
Carolina challenge to counter 
the effort. 
All that manipulating ended 
the way it was certain to end 
anyway: McGovern got his 
California delegates back and 
won the nomination. 


To the Hills 


Now, he and the key mem­ 
bers of his staff retire to a 
lodge in the South Dakota 
foothills to contemplate the 
future of running against a 
politically astute Republican 
President—and doing it with­ 
out, for the time being, the 
support of either the top cap­ 
tains of organized labor or 
many of the bosses of the big, 
industralized cities. 
McGovern’s

Mayor Richard Daley. 
Eagleton 
also is

known. So, for that m atter, is 
McGovern. 
Only 
three 
months 
ago, 
McGovern was listed in the 
public opinion polls as “oth­ 
ers.” His victories in the pri­ 
maries resulted chiefly from 
a c t i v a t i n g comparatively 
small segments of the Ameri­ 
can electorate, rather 
than 
resting on mass appeal. 


First—Raise Money 


So the job ahead is difficult. 
First, McGovern's financial 
men figure they must raise 
$35 million to conduct any 
kind of campaign at all. With 
the 
Democrats still 
paying 
debts 
from 
1968 and 
with 
union coffers closed to them 
for now, McGovern wants to 
expand the direct mail tech­ 
nique he used so successfully 
in the preconvention period. 
That 
campaign, 
however, 
was aimed at only a few 
thousand liberals and critics 
of the war. The job of making 


money off a mass mailing ap­ 
peal to the nation at large 
will be stupendous. 
Also 
high on 
McGovern’s 
list of campaign priorities is 
registration. Within the next 
two weeks, he plans to launch 
a nationwide drive to register 
every first-time voter between 
the ages of 18 and 25. 
McGovern’s strategists fig­ 
ure that he will be as many 
as 20 percentage points be­ 
hind Nixon at the start of the 
campaign, but they are con­ 
fident they can close the gap 
to 5 per cent by mid-Octo­ 
ber—and smoke Nixon out of 
the 
White 
House 
onto 
the 
campaign trail, where McGo­ 
vern believes he 
is vulne­ 
rable. 
The odds are long against 
success and conventional wis­ 
dom speaks against 
McGo­ 
vern’s winning 
without 
the 
support of the Democratic po­ 
wer brokers. But McGovern 
has defied both the odds and 
conventional wisdom since the 
first ballot of 1972 was cast. 
And right now, 
he owes 
nothing to anybody except a 
skilled and surprisingly large 
group of disciples who won 
him the nomination.

Yippie Vow: Return 
To Miami, Burn GOP 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) — 
Protesting Yippies burned a 
photograph of former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson out­ 
side 
the 
Democratic 
Con­ 
vention Thursday night and 
vowed to come back in Au­ 
gust “ to bum the Republi­ 
cans.” 
The 
number 
of 
demon­ 
strators involved in the final 
march of the week to the con­ 
vention hall was much smal­ 
ler than on previous nights. 
When darkness cam e Thurs­ 
day, the ragged encampment 
was cut to about one-third of 
the size It had been at its 
peak early in the week. All 
day, cam pers bearing parks 
on their backs left Flamingo 
Park for points all over North 
America. 
But almost all said they in­ 
tend to return for what they 
hope will be a much larger 
demonstration when the Re­ 
publican convention is held 
here beginning Aug. 21. 
Using 
lighter fluid 
as a 
symbol for napalm, a group 
of about 150 Yippies burned a 
KMoot-tall portrait of Johnson 
saying they wanted to remind 
George McGovern that John­ 
son also had run for president 
as a peace candidate in 1964. 


“ We wish McGovern and 
his running m ate — what’s 
his name, Thomas Eagleton 
. . . 
whoever 
the 
hell 
he 
is—luck in defeating Nixon. 
Let’s hope he doesn’t turn 
into another LBJ,” a Yippie 
leader said as the picture 
burned. 
"This is what the United 
Slates does to actual human 
flesh," shouted another pro­ 
tester as he threw the por­ 
trait over a fence surrounding 
the convention hall. 
“ Remember 
one 
thing! 
We’re gonna be back in Au­ 
gust 
to bum 
the 
Republi­ 
cans.” 
About 300 Yippies and Zip- 
pies who had moved rfom 
Flamingo Park to the con­ 
vention hall did not try to 
force the gales but rattled the 
fence and shouted obscenities 
at police. At one point, police 
moved in 
with 
sirens 
and 
flashing lights. Although this 
seemed to excite the crowd, 
Yippie leader Dana Beal sug­ 
gested that they return to the 
park campground, and many 
of the voung people left. 
Police broke up an attempt 
to demolish an old, inopera­ 
tive Cadillac 
in 
a 
protest 
against alleged favors by the 
Democratic party to the ruh.

It said its purpose in sup­ 
porting the boycott "is to 
bring about collective bar­ 
gaining and a just settlement 
of the dispute.” 
The boycott ha> its roots in 
an UFW attempt to organize 
lettuce pickers, primarily in 
the West and Southwest, and 
to gain union recognition from 


the growers. 
According to the committee, 
the boycott came after eight 
months of “ practically fruit­ 
less discussion” between the 
growers and the union. 
"Several growers did sign 
contracts,”

said, “ but the majority of the 
industry refused to do so and. 
after two years, still refuse to 
dral with the United Farm 
Workers. In the pesent sit­ 
uation, members of the UFW 
to rescue the lettuce boycott, 
cott.”

from rank-and-file Americans

Facing the prospect that 
Democratic “ fat cats” and la­ 
bor unions will shut their pur­ 
ses to him. he is making ten­ 
tative plans for a “ McGovern 
Million Member Club” that 
will provide the financial un­ 
derpinnings for his campaign. 
The idea is to flood the 
mails with letters to indivi­ 
duals asking for help in his 
struggle to achieve fundamen­ 
tal change in the U.S. econo­ 
my and foreign policy. 
McGovern has used the di­ 
rect mail technique success­ 
fully in his 16-month cam­ 
paign for the party’s nomi­ 
nation. collecting $4.5 million 
from 160,000 Americans. The 
effort, according to his fi­ 
nance officials, paid 75 per 
cent of the costs of his cam­ 
paign. 
Broader Plan 
But the MMM Club plan 
will be a tar broader and 
more sophisticated effort for 
contributions from the man 
on the street. It will be ac­ 
companied by intensive news­ 
paper and broadcast advertis­ 
ing with the double purpose of 
exposing the senator to the 
public and asking, citizens at 
the same time to send in 
their loose change. 
The hope is to collect an ; 
average $25 contribution from 
at least 1 million Americans. 
McGovern plans to make pe­ 
riodic televised reports to the 
American people on its prog­ 
ress. 
The plan does not rule out 
the possibility, according to 
McGovern’s advisers, that big 
labor and big business even­ 
tually will open their pocket- i 
books. McGovern is said to be 
earnestly trying to close the 
breach with AFL-CIO presi­ 
dent George Meany and other 
labor leaders who engineered 
the 
abortive 
"stop 
McGo­ 
vern” movement at the con­ 
vention. 
Little Warmth 
But labor has shown little 
warmth so far for his can­ 
didacy, apparently because of 
his long battle against the 
Vietnam War and his foreign 
policy ideas. 
In addition, there is some 
fear among Democrats that 
the 
traditional 
fund-raising 
dinners for 
the 
campaign 
may be intimate affairs this 
year. Industry leaders and 
w e a l t h y Democrats who 
usually buy up huge blocks of 
tickets may be reluctant be­ 
cause of McGovern’s tax re­ 
form plans and his call for 
the redistribution of income 
from the wealthy to the poor. 
McGovern is one of the few 
candidates for national office 
who has relied on direct mail 
for the bread-and-butter of his 
campaign. 
The technique had been re­ 
garded by most presidential 
contenders 
as 
prohibitively 
costly, since the rate of re­ 


turn is so low. 
But McGovern was success­ 
ful in the preconvention effort 
because he had a ready-made 
constituency of war critics 
and liberal's that read bis let­ 
ters and returned cash. 
The project’s success can 
be traced to a brilliant 35- 
year-old lawyer from Mont­ 
gomery, Ala., Morris Dees. 
McGovern ran into Dees by 
accident during a speaking 
appearance in Indiana late in 
1970 and found out that Dees 
had been in the mail order 
business, starting his 
own 
company when he was still a 
college student. 
He asked Dees for his ad­ 
vice on announcing his can­ 
didacy for president in a 
mass-mailed letter to Ameri­ 
can citizens. Dees suggested 
that when he did that, he also 
stick in an envelope for cam­ 
paign contributions to pay the 
cost of the mailing. 
The two men hit it off. and 
eventually Dees found himself 
on McGovern’s staff manag­ 
ing the direct mail effort. 
Using lists from the sena­ 
tor’s campaigns to raise mo­ 
ney and drum up support for 
the McGovem-Hatfield end- 
the-war amendment and elect 
liberal candidates to the Sen­ 
ate, Dees started compiling a 
master mailing roster. 
He also bought lists 
of 
names and addresses from li­ 
beral magazines like the New 


Republic and dovish groups 
like SANE (the Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy). 
In the first mailing to 200,- 
000 persons announcing his 
candidacy, McGovern got 20.- 
000 
r e s p o n s e s 
and 
$325,000—enough to start his 
campaign. 
a n o t h e r letter asked the 
group to contribute on a regu­ 
lar basis, and in time McGo­ 
vern had 6.000 people sending 
him $10 every month. 
Dees’ technique is unlike 
that used by any other candi­ 
date. 
There are no garish enve­ 
lopes that cry “ junk mail.” 
Small, stationerv-size enve­ 
lopes are used with "Senator 
George McGovern” on the re- 
t u r n 
address 
instead 
ol 
"McGovern for President.” 
The addresses were printed 
by a special process that 
made them look individually 
typed. Inside, the form begin­ 
ning "Dear Friend” looks al­ 
most as if it had been perso­ 
nally written by the senator. 
Eventually, the list grew 
and a computer was brought 
in to process the letters and 
pick names for elaborate ex­ 
periments with the size and 
color of envelopes to deter­ 
mine which would yield the 
best return. 
The final fund-raising ap­ 
peal told recipients “ you have 
given so much, we can't ask 
you for another contribution.” 


It asked for a loan. 
In the return came $357,- 
000— all but 5 per cent in di- 
r e c t contributions without 
asking repayment, some of 
which stipulated that McGo­ 
vern should forget repayment 
if he won the nomination. It 
was enough to pay McGo­ 
vern’s convention costs. 
Dees compares the system 
to religious "tithing.” and is 
confident that it can be broa­ 
dened enough to finance the 
campaign against Nixon. 
“ People sent us money who 
never thought they’d 
send 
money,” he said. 
One retired woman wrote: 
“ Enclosed is $1,000. It’s 1-3 of 
my life savings. It’s my in­ 
vestment in hope.”

Commerce he was dropping 
out of the race and at the 
same time announced his in­ 
tention to become a candidate 
for a school board position at 
a regular election next year. 
J a m e s Popovich voiced 
strong opposition to the prop­ 
osed school tax override of 


$1.10 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, also on the ballot for the 
July 25 election, while Dr. 
James R. 
McCormick 
and 
Ken Pine spoke in favor of 
the measure. 
The other candidate, Gon- 
zalo (Chalo) Ramirez, did not 
show? up for the candidates’ 
forum, 
held 
at 
the 
Elks 
Lodge. 
Too Late 
Hoover said he was acting 
on advice that he had entered 
the race too late and realized 
he could not win in the spe­ 
cial election. 
From a political standpoint, 
he continued, it would be wise 
to endorse one of the other 
candidates 
whose 
integrity 
and sincerity he did not ques­ 
tion. 
Without mentioning names 


but apparently referring to 
Dr. 
McCormick 
and 
Pine, 
considered the two frontrun- 
ners, Hoover said he could 
not bring himself to publicly 
support either because both, 
“perhaps 
unfairly,” 
were 
looked upon as representing 
“certain causes.” 
To persons who would have 
voted for him, Hoover, a Dia­ 
mond Bar resident, advised to 
vote for the candidate “who 
best represents my views.”

The Caliiomia Supreme Court upheld the city tax on tele­ 
phone, gas, and electric service in a Fresno case. 
In 1968 the City of Fresno adopted a five per cent users’ tax 
on utility services, almost identical to Pomona s, and it was 
challenged on the ground that the legislature had p issed a 
uniform statewide system of sales and use taxes and had de­ 
clared its intent to occupy the taxing field. 
Justice Louis H. Burke, writing for a unanimous court, con­ 
cluded in late 1971 that this utility tax is “substantially differ­ 
ent” from the statewide sales tax system and therefore a valid

“This legislation would be 
of particular and immediate 
benefit to the many chronic 
kidney failure patients.” 
Current law makes no pro­

J a m e s Popovich voiced 
strong opposition to the prop­

$1.10 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, also on the ballot for the 
July 25 election, while Dr.

McCormick 
and 
Ken Pine spoke in favor of 
the measure. 
The other candidate, Gon- 
zalo (Chalo) Ramirez, did not 
show up for the candidates’ 
forum, 
held 
at 
the 
Elks 
Lodge. 
Too Late 
Hoover said he was acting 
on advice that he had entered 
the race too late and realized 
he could not win in the spe­ 
cial election. 
From a political standpoint, 
he continued, it would be wise 
to endorse one of the other 
candidates 
whose 
integrity 
and sincerity he did not ques­ 
tion. 
Without mentioning names 


but apparently referring to 
Dr. 
McCormick 
and 
Pine, 
considered the two frontrun- 
ners, Hoover said he could 
not bring himself to publicly

CLAREMONT - Construc­ 
tion of the new $800,000 coun­ 
ty library moved closer to re­ 
ality this week when demoli­ 
tion crews began to tear dowm 
a house at 250 Harvard Ave., 
a three-unit apartment build­ 
ing behind it, and two apart­ 
ment buildings at 138 to 152 
Bonita Avenue next to the 
Book House. 
The county had bought the 
four parcels of land totaling 
about 20,000 square feet from 
Pomona College in July 1971. 
The property at 146 u> 152 
Bonita Ave. and 224 to 228 
Harvard Ave. formerly be 
longed to the late Cecil W. 
Getzmann. The land at 138 to 
142 Bonita Ave. once belonged 
to Mrs. Ruth Whitfield, and 
the house at 250 Harvard Ave. 
was the property of Mrs. Sue 
Getzmann Madison. 
The present library site co­ 
vers 25,500 square feet, and 
the county 
land 
purchases 
will nearly double the site for 
the new library, 
The county now owns all of 
the land between the alley 
west to Harvard Avenue, and 
from Bonita Avenue south to 
2nd Street 
except 
for 
the 
Book House property at Bo­ 
nita and Harvard avenues. 
The county and the city 
share in th»* purchase of 50-by 
50-foot lot south ol th«* Book 
House on Harvard Avenue 
The county will lease a 25 
foot-wide strio of land east of 
the alley from Pomona Col­ 
lege to allow for parking. 
The county had allowed te­ 
nants in the four buildings un­ 
til June 30 to move out before 
contracting for the demolition 
of the structures. 
The county library depart­ 
ment intends to erect a build­ 
ing 
of 
about 
20,000 
gross 
square feet on the site of the 
present library built in 1928. 
That year, voters approved 
$25,000 in bonds to « onstrurt a 
library on two lots donated by 
Mrs. Helen Renwlck. Later 
additions to the library gave 
It a 
present 
size of 5,460 
square feet. 
Financing ot the new 80,000 


to-100,000-volume building is 
being accomplished through 
the Los Angeles County-Clare- 
mont Civic Center Authority, 
a joint powers public author­ 
ity which has the power to is­ 
sue revenue bonds, construct 
the library, and lease it to the 
county. The city has not yet 
appointed us three members 
on the authority. 


The county presently oper­ 
ates the library in a city-own­ 
ed building on city land. 
The city architectural com­ 
mission at its meeting last 
week did a preliminary re­ 
view of the library plans and 
considered the exterior mate­ 
rials and colors, including the 
colors of the roof, concrete 
facing, block and brick, and 


the materials of which the 
building will be constructed. 
Residents were watching the 
demolition intently this week 
so that no trees would be 
damaged as the buildings are 
raged.

Dala recent]> 
made available b> 
the National 
Center lor Health Statistics (NCHS indicate that 
“Marriage On the Rocks,” has a lot more meaning 
todav than m erely the title of an old Doris Day 
flick'. 
The NCHS. a branch of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, says that the nation­ 
al divorce-marriage ratio has reached an all-time 
high of 455 divorces per 1.000 marriages. In 14 
states the ratio is already above 500 divorces per 
1.000 marriages. 
Put 
another 
way, 
this 
discouraging 
statistic 
means that in nearly a third of the United States 
- more than half of those entering holy matrimony 
: vl111 eventually be making their way out again. 


What young married would pause to consider that 
chances of staying married are only about as good 
as winning at the Las Vegas craps tables—less than 
even money. Yet this is exactly the case. 


The national ratio of 455 is up from 428 last year, 
according to the government statistics for the first 
four months of 1972. The report covers 43 of the 50 
states and the District of Columbia. Data from the 
remaining seven states — including Nevada which 
might raise statistics even more—were not avail- 
a ole. 
A numerical breakdown of breakups for die first 
four months of 1972 goes like this: 528,117 were mar­ 
ried and 240.409 were divorced. From die sam e pe­ 
riod of the previous year marriages increased by 
16,684 while divorces rose by 21,344. 


In a state to state picture, young lovebirds get a 
picture of marriage that is even glim m er. 


’ Montana had a divroce-marriage ratio of 803 and 
has the dubious honor of leading the nation in m a­ 
rital splits. Oregon with 768 held second place, but 
California’s ratio of 755 has a far greater impact on 
the national statistics, ifi the Golden State more 
than three divorces are granted for every 
four 
couples married. 
California's liberal ‘ no fault’* divorce law* has 
been cited as a main reason for the large number 
of d iv o r c e s.%T he‘ law recognizes “irreconcilable d\i- 
* ierences * as grounds tor divorcer 11 this is true, 
then as more states liberalize divorce laws the prop­ 
ortion of divorces will continue to rise. 
With all of the talk the last few years about “open 
marriages,” 
“trial 
marriages’' 
and 
just 
plain 
“shacking up" among young romantics, one would 
think that more couples would be sure of them selves 
before taking the giant step. But apparently they 
are not. 
Conservative members of the older generation 
keep arguing to retain the lam iliar status quo. They 
wonder why youngsters seem dissatisifed with the 
institution of marriage as it now stands. 1 


The recent statistics, however, unquestionably in­ 
dicate that something is am iss. Many psychologists, 
psychiatrists and soc iologists—not to mention a few 
downright nosy people—have voiced their own ideas 
about how to solve these problems. Their solutions 
have ranged from eliminating marriage to legalizing 
polygamy, or even making it mandatory. 


Thus far. however, all oi the proposed solutions 
have seemed to be less workable than our current 
system . 


Until a real solution can be found the best advice 
any person can offer is Caveat amator—let the lover 
beware.

But they were taking “an­ 
nual leave,” charging the off 
day to the four or five weeks 
vacation

more junior federal workers 
on joy. 
Legal and Proper 
So it was all perfectly legal 
and proper, and being off 
Monday 
before 
a 
Tuesday 
holiday on the Fourth ot July 
gave these tired civil servants 
a nice four-day weekend at. 
the beach. 
You would thmk, though, 
that some of them may have 
wondered, particularly right 
now, whether crotchety tax­ 
payers might get the idea 
they 
weren’t 
all 
busy 
or 
needed. 
The timing could Ibe sensi­ 
tive. or at least it would have 
been if these workers had 
been laboring for a private 
employer. Because right now 
they have another pay raise 
in the works. 
Didn’t they just get a pay 
raise, at the 
start 
of 
the 
year? You bet. And unless 
President Nixon and the Con­ 
gress singly or together want 
to act stihgy about it, they 
are due for another one Oct. 
1. 
The computers already are 
beginning to whir, digesting 
statistics 
on 
the 
basis 
of 
which a finding no doubt will 
be made that government em­ 
ployes again have fallen be­ 
low “comparability” with pri­ 
vate pay scales. 
And under a L970 law, un­ 
less the President vetoes the 
finding, or Congress changes 
its mind, the alleged deficit 
will be made up in what very 
well could be called the 3rd 
Annual Mo Udall Memorial 
Automatic Pay Raise. 
Let it be so called, herew­ 
ith, in honor of Rep. Morris 
K. Udall, D-Ariz., who pushed 
through not only this law but 
another one that guarantees 
congressmen, 
too, 
regular 
raises (every four years in 
their case) on which nobody 
is embarrassed by haring to 
vote. 
How big the upcoming gov­ 
ernment raise will be nobody 
knows 
yet. 
The 
last 
one 
amounted to 5.5 per cent and 
added $2.6 billion to the gov­ 
ernment’s 
annual 
payroll, 
now running (included retired 
pay) about $61 billion a year. 
(Nixon tried to stop the most 
recent increase but Congress 
overrode him. He has said he 
also will try to delay the 
boost due Oct. 1.) 
Members of Congress ac- 
cepted a 41 per cent raise 
(from $30,000 to $42.500) three 
years ago, and $50,000 is the 
minimum figure being kicked 
around now as their probable 
pay scale to take effect early 
next year.

Walnut School Board Looks 
State Money Available, So Way Open for Pay Talks

School District are under con­ 


sideration this week as dis­ 
trict administrators study op­ 
tions on how to best use the 
newly-allocated state money 
totaling $190.000. 
Dr. David L. Brown, the 
district’s new superintendent, 
s a i d 
administrators 
Ray 
McMullen and Jack 
Jolley 
have reinitiated meet-and-con- 
fer sessions with the Certifi­ 
cated Employes Council 
to 
discuss teacher pay hikes. 
The conferences were set 
up in compliance with an 
agreement made earlier this 
year calling for the district to 


schedule reheanngs on CES 
requests for salary increases 
if any new state money be­ 
came available for Walnut 
schools. 
Brown said school officials 
are also exploring other op­ 
tions on utilization of the new 
money, including the restora­ 
tion of cuts such as in-service 
training, but the first recom­ 
mendation made to the school 
board will be that the district 
use the funds to offset the 
$106,000 deficit outlined in the 
$4,602.095 
tentative 
budget 
adopted by the board June 19. 
Three days later, Gov. Rea­ 
gan 
signed 
an 
educational 
supplemental aid bill which 
allotted the $190,000 to Walnut 
as a low wealth district. 
“We 
couldn’t 
recommend 
anything else to the board, 
other than the use of the first 


$106,000 of the increased ap­ 
portionment formulas to bring 
us to a balanced budget,” 
Brown said. 
“As I see it, the function of 
the staff is to make some 
firm recommendations to the 
board in regard to the budget. 
In addition, there are some 
other areas which have to be 
looked at, in which the board 
might want to consider sever­ 
al alternatives.’’ 
T h o s e recommendations 
and alternative decisions will 
not be incorporated in the 
publication budget which the 
board will be asked to adopt 
at the next regular session 
Monday night at 7:30 p.m. 
That budget will reflect only 
the income increase. 
However, administratjon of­ 
ficials will come to the meet­ 
ing prepared to discuss all 


the various options so that 
borad 
members 
will 
have 
three weeks to study prop­ 
osals before a final budget is 
adopted Aug. 7. 
It may be that a special 
meeting or two will have to 
be held between the two regu­ 
lar sessions, Brown said. 
Apparently, Brown intends 
t o 
fully 
support 
a 
con­ 
troversial administration deci­ 
sion, made before he took 
o v e r 
the 
superintendent’s 
post, to place an overflowing 
population of 120 sixth gra­ 
ders from Vejar School into 
empty classrooms at Walnut 
High*School next year. 
The decision, which changes 
last year’s policy ot placing 
the Vejar overload at Suzanne 
Intermediate, was protested 
bv Vejar mothers at the June 
19 board meeting. 


A n 
administration-parent 
meeting to talk over the deci­ 
sion was held July 6, but a 
number of the mothers who 
are active in the Vejar Com­ 
munity Club are still unhappy 
that the administration did 
not decide to either leave the 
sixth-graders at Suzanne or 
arrange for the rental of four 
relocatables 
on 
the 
Vejar 
campus. 
Rental 
on 
the 
portables 
would cost the district an ad­ 
ditional 
$20,000 
next 
year, 
Brown said, and since there 
is available space at the high 
school, not being used but 
being paid for, district offi­ 
cials made the decision which 
they considered “most fea­ 
sible” from a number of pos­ 
sible solutions. 
He termed the decision a 
“hard” one, because all the 


alternatives either dislocated 
other students or required ex­ 
penditures of money needed 
elsewhere. 
“My conception of a super­ 
intendent’s role in relation of 
the management pattern is 
that I have a number of as­ 
sistants who are assigned res­ 
ponsibilities for various areas, 
and I presume that they are 
quite competent. 
“This was an instructional 
matter, the implementation of 
which rested with Mr. Jolley; 
a n d 
administrators, 
after 
looking 
at 
the 
need 
and 
analyzing the problems, de­ 
termined that the high school 
solution was the most feasible. 
“I have to hope that the 
majority of the parents will 
look at the total picture and, 
after asking themselves if dis­ 
trict decisions 
in 
the past 


have been sound and if their 
children are getting a good 
education, then have the con­ 
fidence to say, ‘I may not 
agree with this decision, but 
the administration is doing its 
best, and I’ll go along with 
it.’ ” 
Brown 
said the “support 
which Walnut parents give to 
the district is tremendous. I 
am quite pleased about the 
opportunity to come here be­ 
cause I think the Walnut dis­ 
trict has a great future.” 
“We face a good deal of 
growth, but Walnut has had a 
particular advantage in that 
right after the unification, the 
growth tapered off so that the 
district has had a chance to 
adjust and develop a really 
sound instructional program 
before having to expand ra­ 
pidly again.” 


Brown and his family pur­ 


chased a home in The Hills 
subdivision of Diamond Bar 
and moved into the Walnut 


School District June 14. Two 
of the children, Beverly, 15. 
and Donald, 13, will b«* stu­ 
dents at Walnut High School 
next year. 
He and his wife, Lenore, 
hava two other older sons, 
Russell, 20, who graduated 
with honors this year from 
UC Irvine, receiving a civil- 
envrionmental engineering de­ 
gree, and Daniel, 19, who is a 
UCLA 
student.

is 
home for the summer but will

Supervisor

rum, whose first district has 
19 school systems p irticip u- 
ir, ■ in the < ounty allocation, 
^aid the recreational aid pro­ 
gram was initially established 
in 1958 to help those school 
d i s t r i c t s which 
operate 
schools in both city and coun­ 
ty areas but want to conduct 
s t a n d a r d i z e d programs 
throughout their jurisdiction. 
The county normally would 
be responsible for recreation 
programs in 
unincorporated 
areas; but since the school 
districts want to administer a 
uniform program, the county 
for the past 14 years has pro­ 
vided a subsidy on an eligibil­ 
ity formula. 


Schabarum said that for­ 
mula basically provides $2,355 
for each elementary, junior 
high and high school located 
within the unincorporated area 
of the participating district.

It mav astonish and dismay non-smokers (and win me the 
friendship of the Lorillard Tobacco Company of Louisville, 
Ky., Est. 1760) but 1 confess, or vaunt, that I have been a pipe 
smoker tor more than 30 years. 
Recently got back from Von’s P pe Shop in Pomona a re­ 
paired little favorite of mine, and it was like welcoming a long 
lost friend. I go to Von’s about once a week with battered and 
shattered pipes i have dropped or sat on or slammed the car 


door on. 
Over the years 1 have smoked everything from Yellow Bowls 
and corncobs (Missouri Meerschaum) to Peterson’s, Dunhill, 
GBD and Comoy. Briars, meerschaums, calabashes and clay 
pipes have brought me hours of ease and what they call 
“ smoking pleasure.’’ Also a few moments of stung tongue and 
some bum holes m my neckties. 
smoke in 
irregular relation,"like a repertory company. 1 would not dig­ 
nify the racks of scarred briars that 9tand on my shelf by 
calling them a collection—it’s more of an accumulation. Each 
has iis own history, which I won’t bore you with, having long 


since forgotten, 
To me, the mystique of the pipe smoker is just a lot of pipe 
smoke. I puff a cheap pipe or an expensive one with equal 
pleasure. Lor tobacco, I use whatever the drug store has on its 
shelf—except those perfumed types that leave the room smell­ 
ing like altar of roses. I have no favorites among my pipes, 
each has its individual rewards and deficiencies. If 1 lose one 1 
have had for many years. 1 don’t lament over it, because 1 
probably don’t discover my loss for weeks, if ever. 
Pipe smoking has an old and honorable tradition. Among the 
famous and infamous, the noteworthy and the notorious who 
smoked pipes are Norman Rockwell, British prime minister 
! Harold Wilson, Rudy Vallee, Errol Flynn, John Mitchell (Mar- 
I tht lets h m). Babe Hath. Walter Pidgeon, Lionel Barrymore. 
| orson Wells, Raymond Massey, Joe Firman, Rube Goldberg, 
I Frank Buck, and, as history' notes, David Garrick, Oliver 
i Goldsmith, Voltaire, Chatterton, Congreve, Sheridan, Sir Wal­ 
ter kaleigh (natch) and the King of Siam. It’s a goodly com­ 


pany. 
Non-pipe smokers, particularly wives of pipe-smokers, tend to 
complain about the fuss and muss of pipe smoking, not to 
mention the pungent odor of a badly cleaned pipe glowing with 
interior tooacco. I cannot charge my sc* 11 with ever having 
smoked an inadequately plumbed pipe. 
Pipe smoking is the simplest of pleasures. From the bulging 
pockets of your misshapen suit you pull out your pipe and bulky 
tobacco pouch Dip pipe into pouch and fill it, scattering only a 
slight fallout of shreds on shirt and carpet. Grope for matches, 
spilling more shreds. Light the pipe, dropping sparks on tie 
and trousers, and draw in luxuriously. Gurgle in stem. Twist 
stem from shank, being careful to stamp out the sparks that 
have vailer to the carpet, insert a pipe cleaner and ream out 
the stem.

MUIRFIELD, S c o t l a n d 
(UPI)-Aus.tralian 
Bob 
Shea­ 
rer, who started / 7-75, cashed 
in on perfect conditions at 
s u n-baked 
Muirfield 
today 
with a three under par 68 in 
the third round of the British 
Open Golf Championship. 


The 24-year-old from Mel­ 
bourne, first man off among 
the 88 survivors, put together 
halves of 36-32 for a 54-hole 
total of 220, seven over par. If 
the tournament leaders, all 
late starters, can follow the 
Aussie’s example and at last 
get to grips with the 6,892 
yards 36-35—71 
course, the 
pace promises to get as hot 
as the weather. 
Defending 
champion 
Lee 
Trevino and 1969 winner Tony 
Jacklin of England, co-leaders 
of one-under par 141 
after 
Thursday’s play, were last of 
the 44 pairs off today, but the 
f o r e c a s t e r s promise the 
weather will hold. 
Grand slam 
chaser Jack 
Nicklaus, who like the others 
has failed to really bum up 
the course, much to his cha­ 
grin, shortened to 2-1 favorite 
in today’s betting list. He was 
one 
stroke 
behind 
on 
142 
along with six others. 


Trevino and Jacklin were at 
5-1, with 142, shooters Gary 
Player at 7-1, Doug Sanders 
at 12-1, and Johnny Miller 16-1. 
The class players among 
the later starters revelled in 
the conditions. 
Arnold Palmer, who started 
the day four over par, got a 
couple of strokes back with 
an outward half of 34, as he 
attempted to mount one of his 
famous charges. 
The 1961-62 winer collected 
three birdies and an eagle 
three against a trio of bogies. 
Amie had a 
run 
of 
four 
threes from the third to the 
sixth when he went birdie, 
par, eagle, birdie. He also 
birdied the par five ninth 
against bogies on the 1st, 7th 
and 8th. 
Diminutive British pro Guy

Q — Kindly give me your opinion on Greyhound Corp. I 
own a sizeable amount, the price of which continually falls. 
They claim to be the 17th in size among all large industrials 
and yet the stock is at a very low price.—N.F. 
A — This NYSE-listed corporation ranked 33rd (in sales) in 
1971 among the FORTUNE 500 and 275th (in assets) in 1971 
among FORBES 500. 
Recent weakness in Greyhound shares may be largely attri­ 
buted to poor first quarter (ended March) comparisons. On a 
7.4 per cent drop in total revenues, Greyhound recorded a 16 
per cent earnings decline to 21 cents a share from the previous 
year’s 25 cents. Primarily responsible for this performance 
are problems at the firm’s Armour Foods and Armour-Dial 
divisions. At the former division, a supply shortage of cattle 
and hogs made normal profitability impossible, while the Ar­ 
mour-Dial subsidiary has been afflicted with problems in deal­ 
ing with the Price Commission. This division, however, is 
being merged into the parent company which should aid in 
resolving pricing problems. As to Armour Foods, it is expected 
that the cattle supply will soon be increased; and by 1973, pork 
operations, Armour’s mainstay, should markedly improve. 


< A tull-year profit decline is anticipated in 1972 from ’71’s 
'$1 76, however, a significant rebound is forecast for the follow­ 
ing year. At current levels. Greyhound appears to offer sub­ 
stantial downsida protection with good appreciation possi­ 
bilities. With this in mind and in view of the stock’s generous 
.tCtum, around 5.6 per cent shares merit retention. 


Q—I hold Boothe Computer 5% convertible debentures due

WASHINGTON (U PI)—Agri­ 
culture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
is predicting U.S. grain sales 
to Russia may reach $1 billion 
instead of the $750 million ori­ 
ginally announced 
trade agreement. 
“ I’m just putting two and 
two together,” the farm oti’i 
cial explained in an interview 
today. 
Under the trade agreement, 
announced by President Ni­ 
xon last weekend, Soviet offi­ 
cials agreed to buy $750 mil­ 
lion worth of American corn, 
wheat and other grains dur­ 
ing the three years beginning 
Aug. I. U.S. credit at com­ 
mercial interest rate will be 
available as long as the outs- 
t a n d i n g debt never rises 
about $500 million. 
Could Hit $1 Billion 
Butz, in speeches here and 
at Baton Rouge, La., this 
week, said he expects actual 
Soviet purchases to be ‘‘con­ 
siderably more” than the an­ 
nounced $750 million. The fin­ 
al count for the three years 
could hit $1 billion, he said. 
“ I can’t exactly quantify 
that...I picked that $1 billion 
figure out of the air,” Butz 
conceded later in an inter­ 
view here. 
“ But it 
doesn’t 
take 
a 
smart person to figure out 
they will buy more than the 
minimum ... I just put two 
and two together," he said. 
As smart negotiators, the 
Russians very likely set the 
minimum purchase total at a 
level giving them “ some el­ 
bow room” below what they 
expect their actual needs to 
be. Butz explained. The agr­ 
iculture secretary 
said 
he 


could not fully estimate the 
Soviet needs; but his own ob­ 
servations on a visit to Russia 
several months ago, and talks 
with Soviet leaders, convince 
him those needs are great 
enough to push grain pur­ 
chases over the $750 million 
level. 
Wheat Damaged 
Soviet winter wheat was 
heavily damaged by winterk­ 
ill, Butz said. And efforts to 
replant with spring 
wheat 
“ have not been too success­ 
ful.” 
“ We don’t know and I don’t 
think they know yet just how 
great their shortfall in wheat 
is. But they’ve made no effort 
to cover it up... this means 
(that in addition to livestock 
feed grains to be purchased 
from the United States) they 
may need wheat beyond their j 
Canadian contract and pro- | 
bably beyond Canada’s capac- j 
ity to ship,” Butz said. 
Another factor in 
Butz’s 1 
“ putting two and two togeth- ' 
er” analysis is soybeans —a i 
crop which was not included 
in the announced U.S.-Soviet 
deal. 
However, Butz said, any 
country which is importing 
corn and other livestock feea 
grains to expand meat and 
poultry production—as the So- 
v i e t s are now about to 
do—will need to supplement 
the grain with a high protein 
feed. 
“ 1 don’t know what they’re 
going to buy. But I’m con­ 
fident they’re smart enough 
to know that If they buy feed 
grains, 
it 
would 
be 
poor 
economy not to (also) buy 
protein to make a balanced 
ration,” Butz said.

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Tax-Exempt 
Cigarettes Costly 
NEW YORK (U PI) - At 
least 400 million packages of 
untaxed cigarettes are sold 
annually in New York state, 
costing $70 million excise and 
sales tax revenues last year, 
according to the Tax Founda­ 
tion and a state commission. 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — A 
glass slipper led Cinderella to 
her Prince Charming, and 
PPG Industries hopes to woo 
tire producers with its fibre 
glass tire cord. 
John A. Sanguigni, product 
manager of PPG’s fiber glass 
division, said his firm is “ ag­ 
gressively pursuing such a 
development in close cooper­ 
ation with major tire com­ 
panies.” 
The all-glass tire concept 
must compete with steel bel­ 
ted radial tires. At present 
glass cord reinforces belts in 
more than half the tires in­ 
stalled on new cars. Such 
bias-belted casings have pol­ 
yester sidewalls. 
PPG, the nation’s leading 
producer of the glass tire 
cord, said an all-glass radial 
now in the test stages is a 
distinct possibility. The all­ 
glass tire incorporates the 
cord in both the belt and car­ 
cass. 
Sanguigni, who holds a doc­ 
torate in chemistry, said the 
radial belted ply keeps the 
tread straight and open. The 
belt enables the tire to ride 
easier on road surfaces and 


extends the life of the tire. 
The radial tire is in limited 
supply, but Sanguigni said 
production will step up. 
“ Pound for pound glass fi­ 
ber is stronger than steel,” 
Sanguigni said. “ But to the 
c o n s u m er steel implies 
strength and glass is consid­ 
ered fragile. We think on a 
cost performance basis, noth­ 
ing 
can beat 
fiber 
glass 
tires.” 
There ivere some problems 
in the development of the fi­ 
ber 
glass 
tire. 
There were 
breakages in the tire, but re­ 
searchers say they solved this 
by improving the level of fila­ 
ment. 
Tests with fiber glass radial 
tires indicated tread wear 
and high speed performance 
equal the steel cord, Sang­ 
uigni said, and the ride qual­ 
ity 
was comparable to ra­ 
yon, 
“ Fiber glass cord is also 
lighter 
and 
cheaper 
than 
steel, and in fact, at equiva­ 
lent design strengths, is the 
lowest cost cord now* avail­ 
able. This economic advan­ 
tage is expected to continue,” 
he said.

Gypsy moths — the voa- 
r a c i o u s leaf-eating insects 
that defoliated about two mil­ 
lion acres of trees in 
the 
northeasern United States last 
sum m er — are living up to 
their nam e and hitchhiking 
westward, according to the 
California Departm ent of Agr­ 
iculture. 
“ Gypsy moth egg m asses 
have recently been found at 
several different border in­ 
spection stations attached to 
t am pers and trailers coming 
into California from the north­ 
east,” 
reports 
Dan 
Rosen­ 
berg, chief of Exclusion and 
Detection 
of 
the 
California 
Department of Agriculture. 


Rosenberg said the moths 
are a threat to home gardens, 
forests 
and 
parks 
because 
they attack all kinds of hard­ 
wood trees such as oak, elm, 
maple and walnut, as well as 
pines, firs, fruit trees and or­ 
namentals.

the gypsy moth’s life cycle is 
the 
caterpillar. 
The 
hairy, 
b r o w n i s h caterpillar with 
pairs of red and blue spots 
along its back hatches in late 
April or early May, eats voar- 
ciously, and enters the res­ 
ting, or pupal stage, in late 
June. From 10 to 14 days la­ 
ter it em erges as an adult 
moth. 
The adult female moth is 
very* heavy bodied and does 
not fly well. She attracts the 
male by secreting a chemical 
odor, called a sex pheromone, 
that causes the male to fly to 
her and mate. She deposits 
her eggs in a large m ass on 
trees, logs, rocks — or on the 
under side of vehicles. These 
eggs lay dormant over winter 
and the lite cycle starts over 
again in the spring with the 
caterpillar stage. 
This is how egg masses are 
being transported out of es­ 
tablished infested areas, ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. Campers and 
trailers — unlike most au­ 
tomobiles — stay put for at 
least a day or two in national 
parks and forests in the in­ 
tested 
areas . . . just 
long 
enough for the female to lay 
her eggs. 
• 
Although the USDA now in­ 
spects large moile homes be­ 
fore they leave the infested 
zone, finding and eradicating 
egg m asses is dificult. Last 
year, according to the USDA, 
t h e 
survey 
program 
pin­ 
pointed a newly established 
infestation 
in 
Florida 
that 
was introduced by a mobile 
home from Connecticut, one 
of the states hardest hit by 
the gypsy moth. Apparently 
the female had crawled up 
into loose insulation inside the 
mobile home walls, making it 
almost impossible to find all 
of its eggs, according to a 
USDA official. 
But 
that 
single, 
isolated 


Flroida infestation was quick­ 
ly eradicated — thanks to 
early detection — a govern­ 
ment plant protection special­ 
ist said. “ The key to eradica­ 
tion is early detection,” he 
explained, 
‘‘pinpointing 
the 
moth while it is still confined 
to a single tree or even an 
acre or two, where its larvae 
can be carefully and selec­ 
tively eliminated. If it is al 
lowed to spread over many 
a c r e s , the environmental 
problems of large-scale con­ 
trol techniques make eradica­ 
tion virtually impossible.” he 
said, 
“ and 
that’s why the 
gypsy moth has only been 
contained — not eradicated — 
in the Northeast.” 


The most effective early 
warning system for identify­ 
ing new gypsy-m oth infesta­ 
tions is the use of sticky pa­ 
per traps baited with a syn­ 
thetic female sex attractant 
as powerful as the natural 
pheromone. When the adult 
male is lured to the source of 
the sex attractant, it becomes 
stuck to the trap. 


This sum m er, home owners 
may participate in the early 
warning system — and at the 
same tim e monitor their own 
yard — by purchasing traps. 
Those who do not catch moths 
in their traps will know their 
area 
is 
currently 
free 
of 
gypsy moth infestation. Kits 
containing a trap, the sex at­ 
tractant and a color photo of 
the adult m ale moth, along 
with instructions for notifying 
agricultural 
officials 
if 
a 
moth has been trapped, are 
available by mail from Zoe-

Many garden shrubs seem 
to thrive in hot weather—and 
the hotter the better. 
The Oleander, for instance 
looks as radiant as spring 
when tem peratures hit the ICO

m ark. 
This

may sulk a little in cool coas­ 
tal gardens, but it blooms-up 
a real color show under the 
hottest valley sun. The colors 
of plenteous flowers are as 
lovely as the plant is durable: 
pink, rose, red, white und sal­ 
mon pink. There’s one variety 
with soft yellow blooms. 
Another heat-loving shrub is 
L a n t a n a . Once taken for 
granted, its current popularity 
has been a result of the ne­ 
wer, compact varieties. They

Lantana provides 
continuous color; it thrives in 
coastal climes as well as in­ 
land valleys. Where frost is a 
problem, protection may bo 
required. Best bet is to check 
with your local nurseryman. 
Rockroses are members of 
' another family that can’t get 
too much sun. They resent 
pam pering and too much wa­ 
ter; 
nurseries offer several 
varieties. Orchid Rockrose is 
a com pact 
shrub of 
some 
three feet. It features large 
orchid-rose 
flowers 
in 
late 
spring and early summ er. 
White 
Rockrose 
and 
the 
Browneyed Rockrose are two 
other popular members of the 
family. Use them on slopes or 
hillsides; Rockroses are ideal 
f o r h 'a r d-to-water garden 
spots, says the California As­ 
sociation of Nurserymen.

The company said the new 
substance is harmless to all 
wildlife. 
The protests began when 
two neighbors in the swank 
Memorial area reported fin­ 
ding two dead mockingbirds, 
doves, blue jays and sparrows 
in their yards in May.

Smith said birds got their 
wings stuck to the line and 
would eventually fall to the 
ground to starve or fall prey 
to cats. 
Smith 
and 
his 
neighbor, 
John H. McKenzie, demanded 
the phone company remove 
the sticky substance from the 
lines leading to their houses.

She kept getting worse 
and with much urging she fi­ 
nally vent to see my doctor 
who is a specialist in internal 
medicine. When he examined 
her he immediately put her in 
the hospital and started giv­ 
ing her m assive do-es of B-12. 
She re -ponded well and was a 
new person. My doctor was so 
distressed with the treatment 
that she had received that he 
reported the problem to the 
county 
medical 
association. 
Apparently 
this 
wasn't 
the 
first time that this doctor had 
a problem and eventually his 
office was vacated. 
I tell this story to ask you if 
you won’t stress to your rea­ 
ders that if they are in doubt 
about the treatment they are 


receiving to see another doc­ 
tor. a reputable doctor will 
not be offended if you ask if he 
another consultation, but if he 
is, that is the time to make a 
change. Although 99 per cent 
of the doctors are reputable 
there is bound to be a black 
sheep in the medical profe^ 
sion just as there is in others 


Dear R ead er-I don’t dis­ 
agree with your observation, 
i he truth is I have seen very 
few people who 
have 
been 
canonized in life and this in­ 
cludes doctors. In defending 
physicians, 
however, 
I 
will 
say that as a group they are 
one of the hardest working 
segm ents of our society and 
most of them take their res­ 
ponsibilities quite seriously.
